uary last. The facts in the case, as L gather 
them, are these: Charley Fisher had been living 
in the Territory for about two years as a free 
negro. About the time above named, an at- 
tempt was made to kidnap him and force him 
over into Missouri; at this moment several of 
our best citizens made inquiries and found that 
the persons holding him had no writ or other 
authority to hold him. A writ of habeas corpus 
was at once sued ont before Hon. Geo. W. 
Garduer, Probate Judge, aud Fisher released, 
and of course made his escape, sinee which I 
learn that Hutchinson, the reputed owner, has 
got him and is now in possession of him. Not 
satisfied with this, be bas brought suit against 
sixof these parties for one thousand dollars each, 
valuing by that, his slave at six thousand dol 
lars; besides this, Hutchinson, or some of his 
emissaries, have caused all, of the parties, 
Judge Gardner included, to be indi as fel- 
ons. It is believed that the Marshall will follow

Yesterday 
we made $100, and expect this week to make 
$200. We have anot claim for which we 
have been offered 87,000.

Besides this 
I have built three log bouses, two of which I 
have rented at $45 per month, and live in the 
other with wy partner Geo.

Napoleon while crossing the Alps. It is really 
surprising after ascending and nding these 


every description snugly stored away in moun- 
tain gorges with a cabin here and a log hut 
there, while thousands of men are seen like 
specks upon the horizon, digging for the pre- 
cious metal upon the mountain tops—which, by 
the way, they are taking out of the bills by thou- 
sands of dollars. 

That Pike’s Peak and Cherry Creek was one 
of the grandest of sells until the mountain 
diggings were discovered all agree; but now 
sinee rich leads have been discovered ‘tarther 
north west there can be no doubt but that these 
mives will compare with if not surpass those of 
Calitorma. Five weeks ago there were but 
thirteen men at this point. and only one sluice ; 
now there are some ten thousand working men, 
two or three thousand sluices, and five hundred 
lor cabins. Does this not have the appearance 
of confidence in the mines? 

There is no work in the world more difficult 
than gold mining in these mountains, and a man 
—4 have capital to make it pay. Dirt is car- 
ried from a hundred yards to a mile upon the 
backs of poor fellows who are not able to work 
claims of their own, and the diggings are gene- 
rally upon the tops or sides of steepest and 
most rugged mountains.
